recent years many new more con- 
venient and potent therapeutic agents have 
been added the veterinarian’s armamen- 
tarium. Parenteral anthelminthics, purified 
hyperimmune canine globulin, newer synthe- 
tic corticosteroids, and lyophylized parenteral 
amino acid preparations are but few the 
products that have contributed significantly 
the practice small animal medicine. 


Sulfadimethoxine (Bactrovet*) recent 
contribution particular significance the 
important area broad spectrum antibacterial 
agents. This potent antibacterial agent was 
first tested clinically human medicine, and 
has gained wide acceptance the treatment 
many infectious processes caused vari- 
ety gram-positive and gram-negative or- 
ganisms. 

Later, veterinary medicine, Johnson! and 
Fish? reported favorable responses approxi- 
mately percent small animal patients 
that were treated orally once daily with sulfa- 
dimethoxine. Similar results were obtained 
own clinical studies and subsequent 
routine use sulfadimethoxine tablets. 


This paper reports the results more 
recent clinical study made with parenteral 
form sulfadimethoxine. 


Materials and Methods 


The parenteral solution used contained 100 
mg. sulfadimethoxine per cubic centimeter. 
The suggested dosage was single injection 
(intramuscular, subcutaneous intravenous) 
12.5 body weight cc./8 fol- 
lowed single daily injections 6.25 mg./Ib. 
thereafter. Increased dosages 
were recommended for severe infections. 


Because the supply test material was 
limited, attempt was made select cases 
for treatment which broad spectrum anti- 
bacterial agent was clearly indicated. Four 
patients were given parenteral Bactrovet in- 
travenously, all others were treated the 
subcutaneous route. the majority cases, 
the total calculated dosage was adjusted 
the closest and most convenient 0.5 0.75 
and, general, this dosage exceeded the rec- 
ommended dosage rate few milligrams 
per pound. The dosage rate was doubled 
severe, fulminating infections. The period 
treatment depended the clinical response, 
but averaged five days for the canine and four 
days for the feline patients. Therapeutic re- 
sponses were graded from poor excellent.

Results 

The results obtained during this study are 
summarized Table below. total pa- 
tients (40 dogs and cats) was treated for 
variety conditions, ranging from abscesses 
febrile illnesses unknown etiology. good 
excellent therapeutic response was obtained 
approximately percent the canine 
patients and poor fair response ap- 
patients the response was excellent while 
showed response. The over-all results 
both the feline and canine cases were good 
excellent percent, and poor fair 
percent.

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dergone surgery the foot the week before, 
but had removed the bandage and mutilated 
the wound. The foot and leg were swollen and 
discolored, and symptoms septicemia were 
evident. cc. dose Bactrovet was given 
initially, and 2.5 cc. doses were given for the 
following three days. The affected leg also 
was soaked frequently Epsom salt solu- 
tion. The leg and foot were normal ap- 
pearance one week, and the dog was able 
bear full weight the foot. 


Case 30-pound, three-month-old male 
German Shepherd with large umbilical and 
diaphragmatic hernias was referred for sur- 
gery. This patient received four daily intra- 
venous injections Bactrovet postsurgically 
the first day and cc. each the 
following three days). There were post- 
operative complications. 


Case The owner 36-pound male dog 
mixed breeding had noticed that the animal 
was sick only the day before. presump- 
tive diagnosis leptospirosis was made. The 
temperature was 105, the sclerae were very 
injected, the tonsils resembled ripe cherries, 
and the patient was “humped up” and had the 
appearance whipped dog. There were 
small areas hemorrhage the skin, par- 
ticularly the inguinal area. There was 
evidence pain when the prostate was pal- 
pated. The results Bactrovet therapy 
this case were remarkable; after four daily 
injections 4.5 and 2.25 cc. the patient ap- 
peared completely recovered and looked 
like new dog. 


Case 12-pound four-year-old male Chi- 
huahua contracted kennel cough during 
outbreak the hospital. Bactrovet was given 
intravenously for 72-hour period, which 
time the cough suddenly stopped. The dosage 
was 1.5 cc. the first day and 0.75 cc. for 
the next two days. Other patients during this 
outbreak did not respond dramatically and 
eight successive days treat- 
ment with Bactrovet. 


Discussion 


The results obtained during this clinical 
study parenteral sulfadimethoxine were 
extremely gratifying, and compare favorably 
with those reported for oral and 
with those reported Brinkman and 
following use the parenteral form either 
alone combination with the tablets. This 
last report, based 180 case reports sub- 
mitted small animal practitioners, indi- 
cated that approximately percent the 
total 138 dogs and cats responded fa- 
vorably. 

The efficacy sulfadimethoxine veteri- 
medicine comparable that reported 
human medicine. Williams reported 
satisfactory response percent (69 per- 
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cent excellent; percent good) patients 
treated for purulent upper respiratory infec- 
tions. Katsamper and reporting 
double blind test, found satisfactory re- 
ponse 88.9 percent with sulfadimethoxine 
and 80.0 percent with Tetracycline pa- 
tients treated for upper respiratory infections. 
Renzi® reported that all patients treated 
for variety acute infections responded 
satisfactorily (in cases response was graded 
excellent). reported satisfactory 
response patients treated for skin 
infections. unfavorable side effects were 
reported any these investigators. 


This compound appears extremely 
versatile and effective prophylaxis, well 
the treatment contagious diseases and 
established infectious exemplified 
these case reports. Particularly gratifying 
were the results obtained cases undiag- 
nosed febrile The small animal 
practitioner frequently confronted with 
cases this nature which impractical 
impossible identify specific organisms. 
frequently necessary initiate therapy 
immediately, and imperative that the 
antibacterial agent selected potent and 
have broad spectrum activity pos- 
sible. Sulfadimethoxine appears fulfill these 
requirements adequately. 

Equally good results were obtained when 
this agent was used postsurgical precau- 
tionary measure. Since its initial use this 
manner (after surgical repair large um- 
bilical and diaphragmatic hernias, case 2), 
sulfadimethoxine has been used routinely 
postsurgical prophylactic measure, with ex- 
cellent results. Abscesses, wound infections, 
and other bacterial infections have usually 
responded equally well treatment 
case Because the number cats treated 
during this study was limited, definite 
conclusions can drawn. Nevertheless, four 
the five cats treated showed excellent 
response, and none them developed ana- 
phylactic shock any other unfavorable re- 
sponse following either intramuscular in- 
travenous 

addition the high rate clinical effec- 
tiveness, the convenience once-a-day dos- 
ing, the available choice injection routes, 
and the freedom from unfavorable side effects 
were particularly impressive. 


Summary 


small animal patients treated with 
parenteral form sulfadimethoxine, over- 
all response good excellent was obtained 
percent, and poor fair percent. 
The product was effective variety 
infectious conditions. was exceptionally 
convenient administer, and unfavorable 
side reactions were seen.

This technique constitutes the major theme 
the article and the principle outlined here 
will usually apply the other types teat 
surgery.

heifer, indicates congenital atresia the 
sinus for which there little hope correc- 
tion. 


The most prevalent type occlusion the 
sinus, however, the teat spider, and de- 
scription its removal will used illus- 
trate open-teat surgery. Presurgical prepara- 
tion consists taking sterile Hotis sample 
for bacteriologic isolation and running sen- 
sitivity test.

Instruments Used.—These include small 
scalpel, six 4-inch curved forceps, 
grooved director, curved blunt-ended scissors, 
four Allis tissue forceps, teat cannulas, and 
narrow Olsen-Hegar needle forceps. 


The grooved director passed through the 
streak and into the sinus far the 
tumors removed. With the grooved di- 
rector guide, longitudinal incision 
made into the sinus through the latero-an- 
terior wall the teat. The length the in- 
cision governed the extent the tumor 
formation and should extend beyond its mar- 
gins. Actually, the longer the incision the 
better the visibility within the sinus; the re- 
gion the streak canal and sphincter must 
avoided. Bleeding vessels are clamped with 
the mosquito forceps and, necessary, ligated 
with 000 catgut.

hemorrhage important because clots fill the 
lumen the sinus making milking extremely 
difficult and painful for the cow.) Usually 
tourniquet not used because, unless short 
incision possible, will interfere with, and 
distort, the surgical field. With the sinus ex- 
posed, the mucosa everted through the in- 
cision and the tumors excised with the scissors. 
everting the end the teat through the 
incision, the entire length the teat sinus 
from the rosette the annular fold can 
made accessible. the cistern involved, 
congenital impatency the lactiferous 
ducts, and surgery attempted, the incision 
must extended into the parenchyma 
the gland. Hemorrhage then extensive, li- 
gation blood vessels impossible, and the 
surgery blunt, blind and sanguineous. 

After thorough removal all diseased 
tissue, the mucosa with some submucosa 
grasped with Allis tissue forceps and sutured 
with %-inch interval continuous, con- 
tinuous interlocking, stitch 000 catgut with 
14-gauge, full-curved, atraumatic needle. 
This the only closure which critical and 
great care needed obtain adequate and 
close apposition the mucosa. (Though 
have not observed it, some surgeons feel that 
fistulas are more likely develop when the 
suture material goes through the mucosa into 
the lumen the sinus, and they, therefore, 
close this layer suturing only into the sub- 
mucosa.) After closure the mucosa, cc. 
suitable dye (i.e., Neoprontosil, Win- 
throp) are infused into the sinus check for 
leaks the suture line. The submucosa 
closed immediately over the mucosal suture 
with 000 catgut using figure-8 continuous 
mattress suture. The skin and muculovascular 
layer are closed with interrupted vertical 
mattress suture any suitable, noncapillary 
material. The needle inserted inch 
from the incision, inch deep, and out 
the other side the incision the same dis- 
tance. The needle then returned the 
original side the incision, just biting the 
two lips the incision crossing, and tied. 
Strength derived from the deep suture and 
skin apposition, without inversion, from the 
shallow bite. tendency suture the teat 
too tightly overcome bringing the inci- 
sion only into loose apposition when the su- 
tures are tied. Swelling the tissue will 
complete the closure. 

method teat suturing using con- 
tinuous mattress suture, biting deep the 
submucosa the first line along the incision, 
and shallow for skin apposition the second 
line, return suture shown. Aftercare 
recommended plaster and sulfonamide 
bandage covering the teat for one week, and 
cannula milking with subsequent antibiotic 
infusion.) 


Aftercare 


Only proper aftercare will guarantee suc. 
cess surgery. Mastitis usually present, 
the quarter treated after each milking 
for three days with the antibiotic indicated 
the presurgical sensitivity test. teat 
nula for milking the quarter not needed 
and, fact, contraindicated, because 
irritate already inflamed tissue. 
machine may used the teat when the 
cow sent home 24-48 hours after surgery, 
provided, course, that antibiotic-contami- 
nated milk from the affected quarter does not 
into the general milk supply. Tight ban- 
daging contraindicated prevents normal 
blood and milk flow. However, the teat may 
covered the first day with material 
such 6-inch milk filter pad tied loosely 
with multiple looping umbilical tape 
string. The filter pad, except large pro- 
truding teats, stays quite well and protects 
the skin incision until well sealed. Since 
teat skin subjected continual manipula- 
tion, advise removal the sutures only 
after ten days two weeks. this time, the 
shallow bite the vertical mattress suture has 
usually sloughed out, leaving large-looped 
simple interrupted suture, which, 
coated, easily removed the owner. The 
mastitis findings are recorded that subse- 
quent dry treatment may used the 
quarter.
